The most significant feature in rail­ 
road accounting, from the em p lo y es’ 
viewpoint, is the ratio wh’cli labor 
cost and other costs bear to operating 
expenses. 
j 
An analysis of the annual reports 
of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
for the years 1900-1914, as tiled with 
the interstate commerce commission, j 
discloses some remarkable results. 
j 
As the engineers and firemen are 
asking for an increase in wages, a 
few figures at this time based on 
these reports are pertinent. 
In 1900 the ratio of total transpor­ 
tation expenses to total operating ex­ 
panses was 50.15, and only 17.73 in 
1913. 
During this period the ratio 
total 
cost of engineers to total operating 
expenses had decreased from 5.36 to 
4.15 and firemen from 3.14 to 2.50, 
and the combined cost of engineers 
and firemen from 8.50 to 6.65. 
A sim­ 
ilar decrease had also taken | lace in 
the ratio of cost of conducti» e trans­ 
portation to labor cost of operation. 
The relation of labor cost of con­ 
ducting transportation to' total labor 
cost of operation in 1909 was 43.87 
and 40.12 in 1913. 
The total cost of 
engineers to total labor cost of opera­ 
tion decreased from 8.16 to 7.07. and 
of firemen from 4.78 to 4.25, while 
the combined cost of firemen and en­ 
gineers to total labor cost of opera­ 
tion declined from 12.94 in 1900 to 
11.32 in 1913. 
Carrying this analysis further it 
reveals some remarkable results. The 
ratio of total labor cost of transpor­ 
tation to total operating expenses de­ 
creased for this period from 28.82 to 
23.57; total labor cost of operation to 
total operating 
expenses 
decreased 
from 65.71 to 58.75. 
It will be seen by referring to the 
foregoing figures that the labor cost 
of actually conducting transportation, 
as well as the total outlay for opera­ 
tion. formed a smaller part of the 
total operating expenses of the com­ 
pany in 1913 than in 1900. Tile total 
operating 
expenses 
of 
conducting 
transportation were less in 1913 than 


evident, therefore, that in­ 
costs of operation have not 
arisen from advances in wage pay­ 
ments to engine crews. 
Higher pro­ 
ductive efficiency and more arduous 
work on the part of engineers and 
firemen have been attended by lower 
costs, and it is obvious that they 
should 
be 
granted an increase in 
wages.
